which are carried through Church and Kcclou 
streets In seven cables suspended under the 
Elevatsd. railroad girders, wereiall cut last 
night, aud lu such a way fiat the wires 
cannot bo connected again at the point wheie 
severed. Ttmi|inrarv connections are beins 
made with other linos and tbe company hopes 
to be able to repair the balance to day. -^
